Robin Phillips still has six months 
before his position as the Citadel's 
artistic director runs outand already 
rumors are flying around town about 
his potential successor. 

British actor Patrick Stewart,

Sutherland originally wanted to open a 
women’s clothing store, which would also 
allow men to try on women’s clothing. But 
her sense of compassion for cross-dressers 
helped push the idea further. 

Sutherland began a search for the per- 
fect setting where men could come, rent a 
room, and dress in anything from leather 
to diapers. If they wished, they could have 
the option of interacting with Sutherland. 

Some of the services Sutherland hoped 
to offer included tea, nail manicures, or 


lunch out ata public restuarant. Suther-

putting her business in two rooms there. 
However, when Sutherland applied for the 
business licence, making her scheme pub- 
lic, all hell broke loose. 

And when the dust settled, Sutherland 
was not allowed to open her business and 
the massage parlor acquired such a bad 
reputation that it nearly closed. 

Sutherland could not obtain a City of 
Edmonton business license because her 
proposed enterprise falls under the adult 
mini-theatre bylaw. That bylaw encompass- 
es any type of business offering live adult 
entertainment, The 118th Ave. location 
where Sutherland hoped to open shop 
doesn’t conform to the bylaw’s zoning re- 
quirements.

To some Trekkies, Generations 
is considered to be a landmark film. 
For the first time, some cast mem- 
bers from both the original TV 
series and The Next Generation will 
meet, most notably Captains James 
T. Kirk and Jean-Luc Picard. The 
two team up to fight an evil scien- 
tist who has harnessed the power 
of a galactic “energy ribbon” and 
Screwed up everything else in the 
process. 

So, who's the better captain? Kirk 
or Picard? 

“Captain Kirk has always been 
“a hero of mine, simply because 
his career is first and his per- 
sonal life must be very lonely if 
he actually existed. Picard, on 
the other hand, has got more 
going for him and he’s a little 
more forthcoming,” says Har- 
rington. “I don’t know if I'd 
really prefer a captain. I'll have 
to see the new series of films 
and see how the new captain 
does.” 

He won't even pick favorites 
when it comes to TV shows. “I 
flatly refuse to put one ahead of 
the other because both series 
had very good stories woven into 
them, dealing with current-day 
issues. | wouldn't place one su- 
perior over the other. Each one 
has its own merits based on the 
time it was filmed,” he says dip- 
lomatically 

Harrington first started watch- 
ing Star Trek when he was a kid 
and the old series was in afternoon 
reruns. Twenty years later, he’s still 


hooked. “It’s the stories and the 
experience if man will reach the 
stars in that capacity,” he says of 
the show's mystique. “It's a posi- 
tive way man could go, co-existing 
with other alien races, working with 
them just for the pursuit of knowl- 
edge. And, hopefully, not too many 
disasters.”

Word of caution 


“I don’t think people will tire of 
Star Trek. They can sprout all these 
wonderful new ideas for these tel- 
evision series or movies.” He does 
add a word of caution, though. “If

Baby battle: bitter legal fight

M:’ of us remember the story 
of Baby Jessica, the young girl 
who was taken from her adopted 
family and returned to her biologi- 
cal parents. For weeks we watched 
news reports dealing with the moral 
and ethical issues of adoption, with 
accompanying film footage of the 
screaming infant being taken from 
her adoptive home. It was human 
tragedy at its worst. It was also hap- 
pening a lot closer to home. 

In her new sharply-written book, 
The God Sent Child, Victoria journalist 
Kim Westad traces the story ofa young 
Cree woman from Northern Alberta 
who fought, unsuccessfully, to revoke 
the adoption ofher infant sonbyaB.C. 
couple. What differentiates the story 
of Teena Sawan from many of the 
stories of adoptions, where the birth 
mother has changed her mind a year 
or two later, is that Teena Sawan 
changed her mind almostimmediately 
after handing her baby over. Her deci- 
sion was ignored. What followed was a 
story characterized by injustice, mis- 
communication and prejudice. 

For Westad, who covered the court 
case in Victoria, the level of emotions 
running in the case made it unique. “It 
was the kind of case that was so emo- 
tional it just pulled everyone in,” she 
explained. “I've never seen a reaction 
over anything like this before. There 
were editors screaming at each other 
over computers, One editor, who was 
the father of an adopted child, refused 
to edit the story.” 

The book begins by tracing the 
early years of Teena Sawan. The 
story of her childhood, growing up 
first in the care of her alcoholic 
mother, then in a series of more 
than a dozen white foster homes is 
all too familiar, as are the memo- 
ries of sexual abuse at the hands of 
a foster father, and her eventual 
problems with alcohol. When she 
gave birth in December 1991, Sa- 
wan was a mere 18 years old. She 
was also single, poor and battling 
an alcohol addiction. 

Unable to cope with an infant, 
she made arrangements for him to 
be privately adopted by a devoutly 
religious, middle-class couple from 
Victoria named Jim and Fay Tearoe. 
Almost immediately, she realized 
her mistake. She phoned Alberta 





Social Services, sent a written no- 
tice and phoned the Tearoes to ask 
for Jordan back, all within her legal 
10-day revocation period. When her 
written notice went missing, her 
other pleas were ignored. The stage 
was set for a bitter legal battle that 
was played out as much in the me- 
dia as in the courts. 

The situation of a Cree woman 
pitted against a white couple for 
custody of a baby that looked more 
white than Cree raised a number of 
sensitive racial issues. “I think a lot 
of people in the white community 
looked at this ‘white’ baby and said 
‘this is our baby, how dare this na- 
tive try and take it,’” said Westad. 
“For the native community it was not 
a native/white issue, it was a human 
rights issue.” 

Although Sawan tried to fight 
the battle in the courts, the

The action takes place in 
the working-class salons of one 
Quebecois family, thrown askew 
by the return of a prodigal son after 
three months in Europe. 


Separatist fury 


Although written by Trembley at 
the height of Separatist fury, the play 
is comically dark in its portrayal of 
one man’s realizations about the mi- 
crocosm of his life and the realities 
and possibilities of the outside world. 
It is a classic piece that stands on its 
own in any culture or era. 

Directed by Stephen Heatley, 
former artistic director of Theatre 
Network, apt direction was evident. 
Heatley, who directed the piece for 
an MFA project in 1979, now directs 
the newest translation by John Van 
Burek and Bill Glassco. He reeled 
from the changes that have occurred 
in Quebec and Canada since, and 
spoke freely on his new relationship 
with the Trembley classic 

“Michel Trembley is the most in- 
teresting ofall playwrights,” he said. 
“When last I did Bonjour, Quebec 
was on the verge or referendum, 
and today the Parti Quebecois is 
again in power...” 

Heatley smiled. “You could say 
Michel Trembley and I have grown 
up together, considering both our 
passions for life and the theatre, 
then and now. The nature of his 
theatricality is challenging still.” 

Heatley is renowned for his bril- 
liance at character direction, clearly 
seen in the bold performances of 
Clinton Carew (as the charming

Male condition 


Sexual Perversity in Chicago is 
one of the early plays that estab- 
lished Mamet as a major American 
playwright. Typical of Mamet in its 
preoccupation with the male con- 
dition, the play's female characters 
remain nearly two-dimensional, 
serving more as devices for the male 
characters’ development than for 
their own sake, but the play is very 
funny and provoking. Although it 
comes from a very different time — 
before AIDS — it remains a fresh 
and powerful experience — a clas- 
sic. This ruthless, brutal satire of

Warning: Individuals who claim to have 
“hard hearts,” may want to avoid the 
remake of the 1947 holiday classic, 
Miracle on 34th Street. Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox and John Hughes have joined 
forces to.go right for the heart strings, 
and-tave succeeded. 

For those who remember the 1947 
version, Natajie Wood was an ador- 
able child who won the hearts of 
audiences. To find such a child again 
would be no easy task. A national 
talent search of over 1,000 actors 
was held, and Mara Wilson won the 
role of Susan Walker, the little girl 
whose belief in Santa has been al- 
most totally obliterated. Viewers will 
know immediately why this young 
actor was chosen for the classic role, 
as her performance is phenomenal. 
It is impossible to do anything but 
adore this child, and consequently 
feel great empathy for her character, 
Susan Walker. 

The tale has been well-preserved, 
with only a few “updates” to bring it 
into the ‘90s. However, since the 
story is set in New York, there is still 
a feel of the original in the older city 
streets and buildings. Regardless of 
the date, the arrival of Kris Kringle 
turns the world of Susan, and all of 
the people of New York, upside down. 
The department store Santa, played 
by Richard Attenborough, isemployed 
by Cole’s instead of Macy’s, and makes 
everyone he encounters feel special.

It seems all films must have their 
villain, and Miracle on 34th Street is 
no exception.

hree years ago, Canada’s Dream 
OP gtiors broke onto the scene 
with their rap-jazz version of “My 
Definition.”

MARY CHAPIN CARPENTER 
Stones in the Road 
(Sony) 


The now-dehyphenated Mary Chapin Car- 
penter is an unlikely superstar of country. 
Her music defies boundaries and strays 
from the commercial pap formulas that 
taint many of country's sweetest voices. 
However, Carpenter does notneeda sweet 
voice, commercial sell-outs or a flashy ward- 
robe. All she needs is her songwriting, 
which is personal, universal, introspective, 
outspoken and understated — all at the 
same time. This is what accounts for her 
wide appeal — her songs are accessible on 
a wide range of levels to an even wider 
range of people. Stones in the Road is the 
follow-up to Come On, Come On, and fea- 
tures a similar variety of songs.

Although it’s a safe bet that Joni Mitchell 
will never equal the commercial success of 
her Court and Spark offering from 20 years 
ago, don’t write the 50-ish Ft.

She still has plenty of 
ideas dripping from her easel which she 
can dab onto her proverbial canvas. 

Turbulent Indigo doesn’t break any new 
stylistic ground, butit’s nota hyperbolically- 
hyped comeback, either.

The band’s new album isa fresh start for 
founding members lan Astbury and Billy 
Duffy, who watched themselves plummet 
from their '80s status as one of music's 
hottest bands to a schlock-rock parody of 
themselves.

Roberta Bondar

Touching the Earth isa book of many 
facets: the chronicle of a young girl fan- 
tasizing about her dream of space travel, 
a pictorial view of Earth from the 1992 
Discovery space voyage, and striking proof 
and commentary of environmental de- 
struction to this planet. 

In “Liftoff,” Bondar describes her 





childhood as a time filled with fun, 
fantasy, and a dream of becoming an 
astronaut. She realizes her dream in 
1992, documented in “Floating” in 
which she gives a first-hand account 
of the beauty and challenges of explo- 
ration at zero gavity. However, it is

think that some people find it hard 
enough when they're firmly rooted to 
the ground! 

Many of the photographs are ironi- 
cally disturbing in their beauty. 
Environmental destruction is poignantly 
and visibly viewed from thousands of 
miles above, as well as closer to home, 
with photographs from Bondar’s ground- 
level Earth travels. Her commentary 
draws attention to facts and figures, as 
well as the human side of environmental 
depletion, particularly focussing on the 
burning tropical rainforests, and the de- 


forestation of Madagascar’s Betisboka 
River, which now bleeds red soil into the 
sea. Bondar’s message is hopeful, but 
cautionary. It is a reminder about how 
individual, local action can affect chang- 
es in the global community. 

Touching the Earth is at once beaut- 
fuland eerie, lightand disturbing, realist 
and dramatic. However, itis always cap 
tivating, and may even be an inspiration 
to others to explore, create, and dream 

And Roberta Bondar proves that 
dreams sometimes do come true.
